TESTIFIES ABOUT GAS BILLS

He’ had been here since Thursday of 
last week, and Senator Alvah W. Bur- 
lingame, Jr., Chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee, had just assured him that 
the committee was through with him 
and that he could go home. » Suddenly 
Senator Thompson sprang to his feet 
and announced that he wanted Burke 
detained, as he desired to cross-examine 
him. 

“I object to cross-examination by 
Senator Thompson,’’ said the witness. 

Senator Burlingame said the question 
would be -taken under consideration by 
Ahe committee, and asked the witness 
if he would return when called upon to 
do so. 

‘‘ I want you to put him under a sub- 
poena,”’ said Senator Thompson. “J 
don’t want this fellow to get out of the 
State,”’ ' - 
for me running away from the 
State, say, that’s a joke,’’ said Burke 
defiantly. 

Senator Thompson said after the hear 
ing that he expected to prove the falsity 
of practically every statement involving 
him not in accordance with the tes- 
timony he Has given before the com- 
mittee. 

Burke, when he left the Senate Cham- 
ber, seemed less at ease than hereto- 
fore. He was cautioned to hold himself 
in ‘readiness to to any caH the 
committee might issue for his return. 

The Judiciary Committee at an ex- 
ecutive session tonight decided to call 
Mr. Burke for cross-examination Friday 
at 2.P. M. It was determined that Sen- 
ator Thompson personally should not. be 
permitted to cross-examine him, but 
could do-so through counsel of his own 
selection. It was also-decided that Burke 
may bring counsel to protect his inter 
ests. The committee sent a request to 
Attorney -Genera]l Charles D. Newton, 
asking him to send a deputy to Mr.

The political objections to sending 
food to Petrograd and Moscow have 
gradually . been weakening recently, 
and the members of the Supreme Eco- 
nomic Council hold that the millions 
of Russians about to starve must be 
fed on bumane grounds, regardless 
of political considerations. This poki- 
tion has been strengthened by the 
general indisposition of the Entente 
Powers and the United States to send 
more troops into Russia. 

Minor Allied Powers Called. 

Delegates of the eighteen States 
which declared war against Germany, 
exclusive of the five great Powers, 
were called to meet at 3 o’olock this 
afternoon at the French Foreign Of- 
fice, with representatives of the five 
Powers. The matters for discussion 
included the question of caHing in the 
German plenipotentiaries and the 
making known of the peace prelimina- 
ries to these eighteen States. Premier 
Clemenceau presided and communi- 


cated to the delegates the date on 


which the Germans would be invited

follows one set of people or another, 
that is a matter for the Russian people 
themselves, 

The people of this Government thor- 
oughly disapproved of the Csarist au- 
tecracy, its principles, methods, and cor- 
ruption. But it was a questien for Rus- 
And we certainly disagree 
fundamentally . with all. the principles 
upon. which ts founded the present Rus- 
sian experiment, with {ts horrible con- 
sequences—far-reaching bloodshed, con- 
fusien, ruin, and horrer. a ie 

That does. not ‘justify us in ‘commit. 
ting this country to4m gigantic military 
enterprise .in..erder te. improve . condi, 
tions in Russia.

Supposing you hed them, that you 
gathered overwhelming armies and 
conquered Russia,.what manner of gov- 
ernment are you going to,set up there? 
You must set up @ government that the 
people want. Does anybody know what 
government they. would ask for? And tf 
it is a. government we do not like, are we 
te. reconquer Russia till we get a goy- 
ernment we do ike?

In lands where the Bolsheviki are anti- 
pathetic to the feeling of the popula- 
tiens. I do not in the least regard it as 
a departure from our fundamental policy 
net te interpose in the internal affairs 
of any land that we should support 
General Denikin, Admiral, Koichak, .and 
General Kharkoff. 

What are we doing next? Our policy 
ig what I called “to arrest the flow of 
lava ’’—that is, to prevent the erup- 
Bolsheviem into allied lands, Vor that 
that reason we are organizing all the 
forces of the allied countries bordering 
on the Boishevist. territory, from. the 
Baltic te the Black Sea—Poland; Czecho- 
slovakia and Rumania. 
coThere is no doybt, that these popula- 
tions are. anti-Bolshevik. .. ‘ 
'-Phe-Belstievists way “Menace them ‘or 
not; “Wiéther they do or not, we shall 
be ready: for any attempt to overrun 
Burepe by force. 

That is ‘our policy, but we do want 
peace.in Russia. The werld will not be 

as long as Ruasia is tern and 


(I make po apology for it)—an effort 
to make peace among the warring set- 
tions, not by reedgnizing anybedy, but 
by inducing them. to come together with 
a View of setting up some authority in 
Russia, which would be acceptable to 
‘the whole of the Russian. people and 
which the Allies could recognise as the 
Government of that great Empire. 

We insisted that it was necessary that 
they should cease fighting, But. with 
one accord, I regret te say, they refused 
to: aecede te this essential condition. 
Therefore the attempt was not crowned 
with success. ' : 

The Soviet Republic would not accede 
te the request that they should ceage 
fighting. On the contrary, they sug- 
gested that we were doing it purely be- 
cause our friends were getting the worst 
of it. gs? 

I do not despair ef a solution in time. 
There are factors in the situation even 
new which are premising. Reliable in- 
formation which we Raye received in- 
dicates that whilst the Bolsheviki are 
apparently grewing in ‘strength _Bol- 
shevism itself is rapidly on the wane, 
It is breaking down before the relentless 
preseure of economia facts, 

Neo Time to Intervene. 

This procesa_must Inevitably continue, 
They cannot carry on a great country 
upen such methods.

Berlin speaks in every feature ie: the 
@ecline and fall of the German Empire. 
‘There one cannot escape it, day or night, 
but here I am in Hanover again, after 
twenty years, and I must say that be- 
“eween the Hanover of my student days 
and the Hanover of today there is very 
little outward difference. 

One does not know Germany when one 
only knows Berlin, and it is necessary 
to conie away from the capital at times 
to correct one’s perspective of the whole. 
There is\ here none of the sordiness or 
listlessness of Berlin. “This handsome 
city is clean, looks comparatively happy 
and almost prosperous. There is not a 


single bullet mark to be found on any ro 


of Hanover’s public buildings. Machine 
guns and ‘rifle fire have not swept its 
streets. 

Hostile te Brunswick Agitator. 


Signs of war there are, of course— 
soldiers who have been wounded and 
the black garb of women, but the revo- 
lution. would appear to have passed 
Hanover by. Indeed, Herr Merges, ex- 
President and former tailor of Bruns- 
wick, visited the city on Friday to see 
what could be done in the revolutionary 
business, but the reception given to him 
was so hostile that he quickly shook 
Hanover’s dust from his feet, telling the 


accompanying comrade that he was re-' 


lieved and surprised that he hed not 
been shot. 

Hanover, tndeed, represents that 
“great, orderly Germany which stands 
for law and public discipline and knows 
that only work and order will be effec- 
tive in repairing something of the ‘oss 
and damage of war. ‘‘ Won’t works,’ 
such as may be seen in Berlin, are not 
to be “found here. Ex-military mendi- 
cants do not crowd the streets. Munici- 
pal improvements are still being carried 
out, and here Herr Schutsmgnn, who is 
the German equivalent of our own po- 
licemau, still controls the streets, wear- 
ing his helmet and carrying his sabre 
as of yore. \In-Berlin he disappeared 
icng ago, went, in fact, with the first 
days of the revolution. : ? 

Officers here still wear their signs of 
military rank and the soldiers one sees 
about still wear the pickelhaube to 
remind one of the old  Kaiserly army. 
Those of Berlin emphatically do not. 

_ Ihave been particularly struck by 
‘the well dressed crowds and the com- 
paratively prosperous air of a 
number ef people one sees about. That, 
of course, is only oné side of the city’s 
life, but it is-infinitely more in evidence 

than in Berlin. 


Prices Much ower Than Berlin’s. 


Prices here, .too, are very much lower 
than in the capital. On the average 
they are only, I should say, half as 

~ high. Various foodstuffs, tinned meats, 
Aried fruits, etc., which are scarce in 
Berlin, are fajrly abundant here. Very 
wumerous are the shops selling Dutch 
-euocolate and many varieties of native 
bonbons which would make Berlin’s 
south water.

~seataide the tobacco shops, but here the 
auly queues I have seen today are out~ 
side those establishments whose win; 
dows are decorated Javishly with Easter 
eges, latge and small, plain and gor- 
geous.

CITES LOAN EXEMPTIONS. 


Treasury Points Out Taxation and 
Rediscount Privileges. 


WASHINGTON, April 16.—The Treas- 
ury today issued a reminder that under 
the Victory Liberty Loan act a person 
may hold up to $20,000 in bonds of the 
first Liberty Loan converted, second, 
third, and fourth loans with interest re- 
ceived after Jan. 1, 1919, exempt} from 
surtaxes, excess profits, and war prof- 
its taxes on condition that he holds at 
least one-third as many Victory Loan 
notes. This exemption continues during 
the life of the Victory notes. 

In addition interest received after Jan. 
1, 1919, for five years on a maximum of 
$30,000 First Liberty Loan converted, 
second, third, and fourth loan bonds is 
exempt from surtaxes, excess profits, 
and war profits taxes. This exemption 
is in addition’ to previous exemptions 
and was mdde_ by the Victory berty 
Loan act. It tS independent of subscrip- 
tions to the Victory Loan 

The Federal Reserve Board ruled to- 
day that under a recent amendment to 
the, Reserve act Federal Reserve banks 
may rediscount for national or State 
member banks up to 20 per cent. of capi- 
tal and surplus paper representing loans 
to any single borrower from the mem- 
ber bank, providing the excess above 10 
per cent. is secured by a like face 
amount of Liberty bonde or certificates 


of indebtedness.

Circulars Mailed in Washington Ex- 
~ press Hope in La Follette.

WASHINGTON, April 16.—Bolshevist 
propaganda is being circulated through 
the mails at the national capital, and 
the Post Office Department is making 
an investigation in an effort to discover 
the leaders of ‘the movement here. 

No publication- address is printed on 
the anarchistic bulletins .which have 
been dropped into city mail boxes. They 
are labelled simply ‘‘ The Anarchist So- 
viet Bulletin,’’-and in a general way 
contain a call for the overthrow of gov- 
ernmental institutions. and the seizure 
of private properties. 

The attention of the Post Office: De- 
partment was fifst called to the Bol- 
shevist ‘literature today by the city éd- 
itor of (The Washington Star, who had 
received a copy of the. bulletin in his 
mail. 

The bulletin asserts that the Washing- 
ton branch of the ‘“‘ American Anar- 
chist Federated Commune Soviet’ is 
expecting to gain within its ranks a 
man who will not only defend the So- 
viets of Russia but will also help to 
start Soviets in America. As soon as 
the United States Senate will have 
courage enougn to throw that person 
out, it states, he may begin to think, 
and then it is hoped that Robert M. 
La Follette will have realized that an 
honest man has no right to hold a Gov- 
ernment position.

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THE PRIME MINISTER'S SPEECH. 

‘Mr. Liorp Gsornas made full and 
frank disclosure to the House of Com- 
mons yesterday of many things as te 
which it was already exceedingty well 
informed. He spoke of the magnitude 
of the work undertaken by the Peace 
Conference, of its difficulty, of the 
perplexing nature of the problems it 
had to°solve; hie pointed out that it 
was hard for the Conference to do its 
work while its members were ail the 
time under attack from the outside, 
from their. own countries; he appealed 
for patience and some decent consider- 
ation for men who are doing their best. 
This was about all he could say and 
it, was enough. He.could not disclose 
the actual terms of the Treaty, the na- 
tufe of mahy important decisions 
reached by the Conference, for they 
are not ready for disclosure, - which 
now might do untold harm. 

While the Prime Minister could not 
render a full accounting, for the work 
is as yet incomplete, he fairly met 
reasonable criticisms and satisfied. the 
House of his competence and worthi- 
ness to represent, Great Britain in the 
' Peape; Council. He had sufficient 
courage and confidence in his positién 
to 0 Vigeite a somewhat contempttous 
ch] to the newspaper group tht 
hag. been foremost in assailing him.

LONDON, April 16.—The deportation

, Suffragette, is announced. Miss 
frey Was a friend of Baron: Lewis von 
Horst, formerly of San Francisco, who 
was interned by the British Government | 
in August, 1914, and worked indefatiga- 
bly to. secure his. release. 

With Miss Troy’s assistance, von 
Horst, after his ‘arrest, attempted to 
prove that he was an American éitizen, 
but failed. In June, 1916, the British 
Government took steps to wind up the 
affairs of the Hop Extract Company and 
the Horst Company, both of California. 
Miss Troy at that time appealed ‘t6 the 
American Consul General in London to 
request postponement of action on-the 
ground that the concerris* were owned 
by. Americans. Shé was one of the Di- 
rectors in the two. concerns. In August, 
1916, the British Board of Trade‘ took 
“final ‘action against the’ companies, on 
the ground that von Horst was heayily 
interested in them. 

No reason was given to Miss ‘Troy, it 
is said, when detectives calied on her a 
few days ago and asked her. to accom- 
pany them to ‘Liverpool. On arriving* 
at Liverpool she was placed immediately 
of a liner bound for the United States. 
The steamer should arrive. on the other 
side in a few. days. 

The order of deportation was based, it 
is said, not on any one alleged action, 
but. on an acctimulation of acts which 
the authorities considered made her an 
undesirable person. In this connection 
her outspoken ideas on_the Irish situa- 
tion, her pronounced views on the rights 
of labor and her frequent clashes with 
the Government over the settlement of 
von Horst’s business after his intern- 
ment are recalled. : 

Miss Troy is well known to labor 
leaders in London, and they: commend 
her for her. reHef work in the Bermond- 
sey district for the wives and families 


of the’ Society of Engineers 
has adopt a resolution calling for a 
one day strike of all organized workers 
in that district as a protest against the 
déportation. 

Miss Troy is the only American of any 
prominence in England to suffer depor- 
tation. It is said that before the World 
War Miss Troy and Baron von Horst 
both worked for the suffrage cause and 
‘also assisted in flooding. American news- 
paper offices here with propaganda on 
behalf of home rule for Ireland, cou- 
pling it with the suggestion that Ireland 
and Germany should work. together. 

Miss Troy-.was a member of the Wo- 
man’s Lyceum Club and a close friend 
of Ann Martin of Nevada, a prominent 
American suffragette.. who is also a 
member of the Lyceum Club. Miss Troy 
managed a moving picture theatre at 
Croydon and hired the theatre out for 
meetings of the Police Union, From the 
stage of that theatre recently a promi- 
nent woman Social spéaker .made a 
speech favorable to the Bolsheviki, for 
which she was. imprisoned.

Speaking at the luncheon of the Bond

WEST IS BUYING COTTON. 


Weather Map and Government Re- 
port-Both Bullish. 


Profit-taking by speculative interests 
caused a setback in the cotton market's 
advance -yesterday, but only for a time. 
The selling, -which was hardly ‘anak the 
trade” would call ‘‘ good," was easily 

absorbed, and, coupled with the fact 
that it. was not impressive, failed to do 
any considerable amount of damage. 
‘rhe spot people took most of the sales 
around midday, when the selling .was 
heaviest, and after that repurchasing by 
some of the speculative accounts and 
some fairly large buying orders from 
the South and from*abroad sent prices 
back to where they were before the drive 
started, and at the close the market 
was about on a parity with the close on 
Tuesday. 

Buying by Western wire houses was 
again a feature. This buying has been 
steadily expanding in volume for. some 
time-and promises to become one of the 
big factors in the market. For some un- 
known reason, the Western interest is 
almost always a bullish interest, and -in 
the present instance is furnishing no ex- 
ception to the rule. As a matter of fact, 
of all the so-called Wall Street houses, 
those ‘with telegraphic connect'ons with 
the West and the Middle West are fur- 
rishing by far the greatest supeculative 
interest in the cotton futures market at 
present. 

The weather map ‘and the Govern- 
ment’s weekly report both were bullish 
yesterday.: Rain in many parts of the 
belt, predictions of more cold weather, 
and the fact that seeding is not pro- 
gressing as it should, which has put the 
planting back two weeks at least, on the 
average—more than two weeks in some 
important places—all make for advyanc- 
ing futures quotations. 

At the top yesterday the market was 
just about at the best prices of the pre- 
vious day, when new high records were 
established for Virtually all of the new 
style contracts. ‘ The eget eben eee 
ing, which was in no sense & 
took the-leve down 20°to 30 points under 
.Tuesday’s ~¢ ng. prices, but s 
quent dealings resulted. in’ a genera re- 
covery. At the close new style July was 
down 20 points and new style January 
was down 30. Other options were about 
unchanged, with the alterations limited 
.to.a very few points.

Iron Age says: 

While they wait for a final decision of 
the question whether the Government will 
help or hinder the effort to encou e buy- 
ing of iron and steel, producers are doing 
little new business and are showing. no 
great concern about the course of prices. 
The widespread propaganda of the Depart- 
ment of Labor and in many lines of trade 
and industry in behalf of wage and price 
maintenance has even robbed an open 
marfket of some of its old-time terrors. 

Meanwhile ultimate consumers of such 

roducts as wire and pipe are in the mar- 

et with their smail needs, which jobbers 
are pegeing on to the milis, ‘but nowhere 
along the. line is. any stock being aecumu- 
lated.

Foreign trade. in steel is of little conse- 
quence, due to the fear of lower prices and 


for locomotive orders are particularly good, 
every industrial country being short of 
motive power. 

The Iron Trade Review says: 

While Washington haggles over Govern- 
mental unity as to price policies, stagna- 
tion In iron and steel has spread rapidly, 
bringing in its train a growing list of ite 
furnaces and suspended mills. New busi- 
Ness, wiih sop exceptions, nas teen ei- 
most paralyzed... Some well-qualified ob- 
servers aeseribe the past week as the dull- 
est period they ever have witnessed. It is 
questionable whether steel output in the 
country is much over 50 per cent. Some 
Eastern plants are down to.a one-third 
capacity rate. Blast furnace operations 
are being reduced correspondingly. There 
is small lingering. faith 
that any constructive good now can come 
out of the stabilizing price plan, no matter 
if present complications can be adjusted 
speedily, which is doubted. A more ih- 
sistent demand for , formal abandonment 
of the undertaking and the reversion to 
open market conditions is.apparent. It is 
plain that producers caynot be kept bound 
much longer to a proposal which manifestly 
has lost its power of effectiveness. 

A representative of one steel company 
gave it as his opinion that the steel 
situation would have to he put directly 
up to the emplozas, It was admitted that 
some of the smaller companies cannot 
do business at a. profit on the present 
scale of prices, and he said the only al- 
ternative was whether the men would 
rather see the plants shut down or 
whether it would be more feasible to 
adopt a co-operative plan and accept for 
the time being a lower wage scale. He 
did not believe that inflation could be 
entirely eliminated, but considered that 
it should be cut to a lower level, perhaps 
50 to 60 per cent.
